The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
June 9, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise, and in a split decision 
voted to condemn a 2.4-acre tract of 
land needed to complete plans to 
pave a dirt road near New Brockton. 


County engineer Mac’ Rushtip’ pottits 


The road, called the Wren 
Strickland Road, connects County 
Roads 43 and 32, one mile from New 
Brockton, and is 1.2 miles long. 

County engineer Mac Rushing 
told the commission he had a verbal 
commitment from the State Highway

Dept. to base and pave the road at no 
expense to the county, but stated all 
right-of-way deeds had not been 
signed. 

Rushing stated the county 
needed to complete the paper work 
as soon as possible to insure the

project would be funded. 

The commission discussed the 
project at length and considered 
re-routing the road; but finally 
agreed that to receive the state funds 
it would be necessary to abide by the 
State’s regulations. 

Lee Boyd, whose family owns the 
land in question, stated he would 
give the land to allow the road to be 
re-routed, but did not want the road 
to meet the highway as scheduled. 

Commissioner Billy Eagerton 
said, ‘I’m not in favor of taking 
anybody's land, but I don’t think the 
county can afford to give up $40,000 
and prevent Coffee County from 
progressing forward by paving a dirt 
road. I make a motion to condemn 
the portion of the Boyd land needed 
for the roadway, avoid the barns now 
split by the existing dirt road and 
then quit claim the old roadway to 
the Boyds.”’ 

Commissioner Bill Faulk 
seconded the motion and the vote on 
condemning the land was 3-3, with 
Eagerton, Bryan and Faulk voting in 
favor of the motion and Owens, 
Bradley and Averett voting in 
opposition. Commission chairman 
Marion Brunson broke the tie by 
voting in favor of the motion. 


The bi-monthly meeting began at 
9 a.m., and after the routine 
approval of the minutes the 
commission heard from two 
insurance representatives on two 
entirely different matters. 

The first insurance agent told the 
commission that the insurance on 
fige county »buildings expired on.

the home of Karon Wallace, age 66, 
of the Brooklyn Community, at 
approximately 8:30 p.m. on Friday 
night, June 6. 

The man told the elderly woman 
that his car had broken down and 
asked to use the phone. The woman 
offered to make the call, but refused 
to let the man in the home, at which 
point he allegedly kicked in the door. 

Mrs. Wallace reported the man 
told her to give him all her money, 
valuables and any narcotics she 
might have. 


He later cut bedsheets and tied 
the victim’s hands and ankles and 
placed her on the bed, before leaving 
with $75-80 in cash, jewelry, two 
shotguns and a Japanese sword. 

Mrs. Wallace managed to get to 
the kitchen and use a knife to cut 
herself loose, and called authorities. 

Sheriff Brice Paul, Deputies 
Buddy Ammons, Tom Weeks, Billy 
Wayne McKinnon and Jack Herbert, 
along with Covington County 
Deputies Bill Shaw and Terry 
Langford, investigated the robbery 
and later made the arrest. 


The commission was told the 
current coverage levels were far too 
low due to inflation and that a similar 
policy would cost at least $4,000 a 
year more than in 1985. 

The commission agreed it had to 
be insured and voted to accept the 
new policy, which practically 
doubled the coverage at a cost 
increase of $6,000 a year. 

The coverage increase included: 
Farm Center arena - up from 
$652,000 to $1,370,946; Farm 
Center office complex, up from 
$626,000 to $1,077,231; Health 
Clinic - up from $33,600 to $131,710, 
and the county shop - unchanged at 
$60,000. 

A second insurance agent 
presented the advantages of a 
“cafeteria plan’’ dealing wit? 
employee payroll deductions, and he 
was given approval to conduct a 
survey to determine actual savings to 
the employees and to the county. 

The continuing problem of rural 
garbage pickup again surfaced as it 
was stated the garbage collector had 
discontinued all but one of the 
routes. 

The commissioners all agreed 
they knew the problem would 
resurface, dnd agreed the 


commission needed to make definite 
plans to solve the problem. 

Upon a motion by Commissioner 
Billy Paul Owens, the commission 
voted to allow county residents to 
dump household garbage at the 
county landfill free of charge, until a 
solution is worked out. Only vehicles 
with Coffee County tags will be 
allowed to dump free! 

The landfill is open from 7:00 
a.m, until 2:30 p.m. on weekdays 
and 7:00 a.m. until 10:30 a.m. on 
Saturdays. 

In other action at Monday’s 
meeting, the commission: 

***failed to purchase an energy- 
saving device designed to cut down 
heating and cooling costs; 

***voted unanimously to support the 
paving project on the Wren Strick- 
land Road; 

***was told June 13 was the last day 
to apply for an absentee ballot for the 
June 24 runoff election; 

***was told the elevatér at the 
Enterprise courthouse would be in 
operation in six weeks; 

*** authorized the probate judge and 
two clerks to attend a probate 
conference on July 23 - 24 in Gulf 
Shores; and 

***paid bills. 


Elba council appoints Marsh to 
full term on school board 


The Elba City Council held a brief 
meeting Monday at 5 p.m., with two 
council members absent. Mfrs. 
Frances Williams and Mrs. Gladys 
Yelverton were missing from the 
meeting. 

The council appointed a school 
board member, paid the bills and 
talked a little before adjourning. 

Stan Marsh was appointed to a 
full term on the school board. He had 
been serving the unexpired term of 
Mrs. Yelverton who resigned after 
being elected to the city council. 

Bills totaling $15,330 were 
approved for payment after council 
members anguished over the high 
bills but noted they must be paid.

Did you ever think that it is 
actually normal to be disabled?

How likely is is that you live near 
someone with a disability? Well, 
there are 13,300 homes in Coffee 
County, and 7,700 people with 
disabilities; so there could be a 
disabled person in every other 
household. 

The statistics are somewhat 
startling, especially when you realize 
that 70 percent of the current 
“‘able-bodied’’ or ‘‘non-disabled”’ 

ple in America will acquire a 
disability in their lifetime. Are you in 
Elba’s 70 percent?

Graddick proposes two tax cuts 


for state’s senior citizens 


“I know Alabama is going 
through some tough economic times. 
But, with the right kind of planning 
and management, there is plenty of 
money to make sure the elderly 
aren't treated as second-class 
citizens,"’ Democratic gubernatorial 
runoff contender Charlie Graddick 
said this week. 

Graddick has proposed two tax 
reductions to provide relief for all 
those 6S and older. The first would 
exempt senior citizens from sales tax 
on food, Alabama is one of only 16 
states in the nation that tax food and 
drugs, a revenue mechanism con- 
sidered regressive because it hits all 
people, poor as well as rich, with the 
same impact. 

The second Graddick reduction 
would be to exempt senior citizens 
from the $10 auto tag free that was 
adopted in 1984. 

raddick said his own family life 
is a great influence on his 
commitment to the Alabama elderly. 

‘‘] have an 81-year-old father and 
a 76-year-old mother, who.are, by all 
definitions, shut-ins on a fixed 
income,"’ he said. ‘‘The only income 
they have is Social Security, so I am

well aware of what the problems of 
the elderly are."’ 

“While most elderly Alabamians 
have their medical care covered by a 
combination of Medicare and private 
insurance, the growing num of 
indigent elderly who are unable to 
pay for necessary and often 
br “mana treatments has taxed the 
ability of county Ebene to 
for their care,"’ Graddick said. 
state must take steps to see that 
indigent health care services for the 
elderly continue to be provided. 

‘*Aid to the elderly has become a 
campaign topic, and we owe it to our 
Alabama senior citizens to make sure 
itis more than that. It is a problem 
that the next governor needs to 
understand and to tend to."’

Monthly bills totaled 
$15,892.89, and board members 
were told this was in part due to 
purchase of capacitors and power 
meters to upgrade the electric 
system. This is supposed to cut 
expenses and improve billing 
accuracy. 

Some questions arose about 
billings, water and electricity loss, 
etc., that couldn't be answered by 
anyone at the meeting. Chairman 
Oscar Vaughan noted that the board 
had asked Supt. Mayor Bob English 
to attend the meetings, but he 
wasn't present, A new request was 
issued for him to attend the monthly 
meetings. 

Board members were told that 
the utility had gone to considerable 
expense to move some lines at the 
request of the county engineer but 
the lines were still ripped up in a 
road-building project. The board 
instructed employees to keep up with 
the cost of repairs and they would 
submit the charges to the county, 

Board member Jack Prescott 
reported to the board that the 2-mill 
rebate on each KWH and the $1.05 
on each KVA would continue for the 
balance of this year and probably all 
of next year. This is from Alabama 


Electric and amounts to about 
$15,000 a month in lowered 
expenses. 


The electric system registered a 
profit of $15,118.86 if all bills are

Melchizedek is a seerningly obscure person in the Old Testament, 
found only in Genesis 14:17-24, and in Psalm 110:4. Yet the author of 
the Epistle to the Hebrews recognized in Melchizedek a man who 
foreshadowed Jesus as priest and king. After Abraham defeated four 
kings in battle, Melchizedek, the king of Salem, and ‘‘priest of the 
Most High God,”’ greeted Abraham, and blessed him. Abraham then 
gave Melchizedek a tenth part of the spoils of his victory. 

The Hebrew meaning of Melchizedek’s name is ‘‘king of 
righteousness.'’ He was also the king of Salem, meaning ‘‘king of 
peace.’’ He was the perfect foreshadowing of Christ, who brought 
righteousness and peace to men. Priest and king were usually two 
separate offices, unless men usurped authority, Yet Melchizedek was 
approved by God for both offices, as Christ is both great high priest 


and a 5 

In Hebrews 7:3, Melchizedek is described as ‘‘without father, 
of days, 
nor end of life; but made like unto the Son of God; abideth a Henn 
continually.’’ The writer makes use of the silence of the scriptures to 
show how Melchizedek foreshadowed Christ as the great hi, riest, 
superior to the priesthood of Aaron, Melchizedek was a real historical 
character, not some heavenly being without substance. 

He was not literally ‘‘without father, without mother.’’ But the 
scriptures record no genealogy, birth, death, or descendants. The Jews 

laced great emphasis on genealogy, that is, who one was descended 

m, and who one's descendants were. The Levitical priests were the 
descendants of Abraham, Aaron, and Levi. To be a priest in Israel, one 
had to be born of the tribe of Levi. Neither Jesus, nor Melchizedek met 
this requirement, but they were priests of the higher order, because 
they owed their priesthood to God, not to human descent. 

e fact that scripture records neither the birth, nor the death of 
Melchizedek, is taken by the Hebrew writer to indicate that his 
priesthood was timeless, and thus the perfect foreshadowing of the 
priesthood of Christ, an eternal priesthood, The author of Hebrews is 
caper hat ne ees pape was ig like unto the Son of God,”’ 
not tha st was made unto him. Jesus Christ, being eternal, 
existed before Melchizedek. ne 

The greatness of Melchizedek as a priest was shown in that 
Abraham, and thus his priestly descendants, bowed before 
Melchizedek, and gave tithes to him, The old order passed away with 
the coming of Christ, and the institution of the superior priesthood of 
Christ, ‘after the order of Melchizedek."’

In appearance, Miss Mattie is an 
ae \ attractive lady with softly waving 
HAE aA ols Rae gray hair and blue eyes looking out 
j ; from behind bifocals. She has lovely 
skin - her face is so smooth and 
unlined - and when we asked her 
secret, she assured us that all she 
does for the care of it is wash it with 
cream-filled soap and use a good 
lotion. 

Her parents were Charlie 
Claiborne Goodson, called ‘‘Baker’’ 
by everyone, and Mattie Mae Nolin. 
Mr. Baker was a farmer. Miss Mattie 
was born October 28, 1914, one of 
four children, and the only daughter. 

Her brothers are Charles 
Armour, who is retired from 
farming and makes his home about 
two miles from ' Miss Mattie and 
the old homestead. He is married to 
the former Eddie B. Marler, of the 
Pine Level Community. 

The second brother is William 
Cicero, better known as ‘‘Bud.”’ Bud 
is a Baptist preacher and years ago 
worked with Dothan Seed Supply Co. 
as a salesman. He lives in New 
Brockton and was married to the late 
Edna Jones, originally from Georgia. 

Henry Clayton is her baby 
brother, and he and his wife, the 
former Lucy Elizabeth Akin, 
originally from Eclectic and West 
Palm Beach, having moved there 
with her parents at the age of 4-5, 
reside in a mobile home on the old 
homeplace, which he now owns. 

When we say this lady has many 
memories, we mean it! Let’s listen 
as she reminisces of faded years long 
gone by: 

“I remember getting up at 4 
o'clock and fixing breakfast for the 
family, milking the cows and feeding 
the chickens and being almost 
finished and ready to go to the field 
with them (her parents and 
brothers). Then, about 10:30 I'd 
leave the field and go back home and 
finish fixing dinner and clean up the 
table; then I'd go back to the field 
when they did, and work the rest of 
the afternoon. 

“In the evening I'd leave a little 
ahead of them and milk the cows, 
gather up the eggs, feed the biddies 
and chickens and put, them in the 
chicken coop. Then I'd have supper 
on the table when they came in,”’ . 

(Girls, how would we like a day 
like that?) 

**A lot of nights, if there was a 
‘protracted meeting’ (revival, 
normally lasting a week and some- 
times even two) at Woodland Grove 
or Mixon’s Crossroads (now Mt. 
Zion), we'd walk there to services 
after working all day.’’ (Miss Mattie 
and | compared those days to the 
present time, when cars and 
churches are air conditioned, and 
have such a lack of attendance.) 

“Usually, on Friday, I did the 
washing and ironing - now that was 


sweet potatoes!) Having ‘never 
partaken of the delicacy, I can’t 
vouch for the story! 

Miss Mattie continues: 

In answer to a question about the 
“candy drawings,’’ Miss Mattie 
described it thusly: ‘‘A boy would 
pay a dime or 1Sc for the candy, and 
he'd pick a girl to draw for him and 
so she'd reach under the cover of a 
pan and pull out two candy sticks and 
as long as the sticks matched, she 
could keep on drawing.” 


Miss Mattie continues: 

‘Usual thing, on Saturday 
afternoons, that was for cleaning the 
yards and scrubbing all the floors in 
the house, if I could get around to all 
of them; and if not, we always 
scrubbed the kitchen and porches.”’ 

Her memories on Christmas: 
‘‘Well, I can remember one 
Christmas when I was about 3; as a 
usual rule, children got an orange, 
apple, maybe a banana and some 
candy, nuts, and a_ cluster of 
raisins.'’ (How many of you 
remember getting raisins for 
Christmas?) 

‘Maybe the girls got a doll with a 
china face and the mamas would 
make the clothes; and the boys 
would get a little harp or 
some kind of little toy, like a cap 
pistol. 

“Well, that Christmas I wanted a 
‘store-bought’ doll, and Santa Claus 
brought me one; but it was a boy doll 
and I wanted a girl doll with a lacy 
bonnet and frilly dress. I called the 
doll ‘Joe-Doll;’ but I was  dis- 
appointed ‘cause Santa didn’t bring 
me a girl doll with a frilly dress 
trimmed with lace and a bonnet. 

'*So, it was my job (at three years 
of age) to take the water to Daddy 
and the boys in the field, who were 
breaking the land; and one day, 
sometime in January, as I was taking 
water to them, I just buried Joe-Doll 
in the soft dirt.

Two of the 
members were Cletus and Hubert 
Wise. Later when Clayton attended 
Auburn, he had a band up there and 
was on the radio.

‘My Uncle Joe Maddox had the 
first car in our settlement - an old 
Model T Ford. 

“Television didn’t come out in 
our community - I guess my older 
brother got the first TV that I 
remember in our community. | 
guess Joe Frank’s family had the 
next set {a cousin of Miss Mattie’s 
whom we met 5-6 weeks ago in this 
column). 

‘My Aunt Rose Smith had the 
first phonograph that played records 
in our community, and people came 
from miles around to listen to the 
records. I remember ‘one in par- 
ticular - ‘Arkansas Traveler;’ it was 
funny jokes and talking.” 


We asked Miss Mattie if she 
could have one wish, what would it 
be and she replied, “‘The Good Lord 
will bless me when the doctor gives 
me the go-ahead for my weights to 
be put on and I'll be able to walk 
again,” 

Her advice for young folks today: 
‘‘Mind their mamas and daddies, 
live a Christian life, believe in the 
Lord and go to church.”’ 

When asked if she could live her 
life over, what would she do 
differently, and she said, ‘‘I don't 
know that there is anything I'd 
change. I've lived a pretty full life, 
and I enjoyed it.

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Eiba students seore high in statewide testing 
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CHIEF STATE SCHOOL OFFICER REPORT 


State Supt. of Education Dr. 
Wayne Teague has announced the 
results of the statewide student 
testing program and the results 
revealed that students in the Elba 
City School System scored above the 
State average in most areas of 
testing.. 

“Scores from our various tests 
continue to show improvement,"’ Dr. 
Teague said. ‘‘Scores have steadily 
increased over the past 10 years, 
bringing us from a very low scoring 
State to one where our students 
achieve as well or better than other 
students across the nation.’’ The 
superintendent added that the 
state’s testing programs are among 
the best in the nation and have 
provided a foundation for teachers to 
use in planning programs for 
students. 

This year’s senior class is the 
second to have to pass the AHSGE, 
along with required coursework, in 
order to receive an Alabama high 
school diploma. Of this year’s 
seniors, including all students 
participating in the program, more 
than 96 percent passed all three 
areas of the test. In his remarks to 
the news media, the state super- 
intendent pointed out that approxi- 
mately 1600 students from _ this 
year’s senior class failed one or more 
areas of the AHSGE. This number 
includes approximately 1100 special 
education students and S00 regular 
education students. Teague noted 
that of this number, some would not 
have been eligible to receive an 
Alabama high school diploma simply 
because they had not achieved the 
necessary Carnegie units. 

The Basic Competency Tests, 
administered in grades 3, 6 and 9 are 
checkpoints for minimum skills that 
lead to the Alabama High School 
Graduation Examination. These 
tests allow teachers to determine 
specific skill weaknesses of 
individual students, thereby enabl- 
ing them to plan _ instructional

programs to help alleviate these 
deficiencies. 

In the last administration of the 
BCT, scores in grade 3 continued to 
show steady increases, with the 
lowest percent mastery of any skill in 
any subject area being 74 percent. 
The vast majority of skills in all areas 
are in the high 80 and 90 percent 
mastery level. 

In grade 6 reading, there were 
gains in all competencies except 
four, with these remaining stable. In 
grade 6 language, 13 competencies 
increased in mastery levels with four 
remaining constant. The most 
significant gains in grade 6 were in 
mathematics where 15 competencies 
showed increases. 

Ninth-grade reading scores 
remained high and have stabilized,

and Alabama students continue to 
make good progress in the areas of 
need in mathematics. 

The Stanford Achievement Test 
was administered to Alabama 
students for the second time in April. 
These test scores are reported as 
percentile scores, with a percentile 
score of 50 being the ‘‘national 
average.’’ These scores range from 
a low of one to a high of 99. 

Results of the Stanford show that 
Alabama students surpassed last 
year’s scores in every grade and in 
every subject area except one. One 
subject area in the eighth grade 
remained the same. Where last 
year’s students performed at the 
national average on the basic battery 
in only two grade levels, this year's 
group performed at the national 


average on the basic battery in every 
grade except grade 7. 

In mathematics, scores are at or 
above the national average in every 
grade, while language scores were 
above the national average in every 
grade tested. In the area of reading, 
scores increased at every grade 
level, placing Alabama at or near the 
national average in every grade, with 
our lowest reading score in grade 7 
and the largest increase in grades 
5 and 8. 

“The Stanford Achievement Test, 
first constructed in 1982, includes 
several areas that were not included 
on the California Achievement Test 
which was previously administered 
to Alabama students. These ‘‘new 
areas’’ include: 
***Science/Environment/ Social 
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Studies - Scores in these subject 
areas are also on the increase with 
Environment at grade 2 and Science 
at grade S being above the national 
average. 

There were also increases in the 
Science/Environment areas over 
1985, although these did not attain 
the national average. All grades 
showed improvement in their scores 
this year in the Social Studies area. 


***] istening Comprehension - There 
were increases in scores in the six 
grades tested for Listening Com- 
prehension. Two of the grades 
achieved or surpassed the national 
average while two others were near 
the national average. 

‘‘We are very pleased with the 
results from the statewide testing 
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program,’’ said Dr, Eldon Johnson, 
director of the Division of Student 
Instructional Services, State Dept. of 
Education. ‘The scores clearly 
indicate that our students are 
achieving, and I want to 
congratulate them, as well as our 
teachers and administrators, for 
their fine efforts in helping make our 
instructional programs among the 
best in the nation.’’ 


The charts posted above were 
released by the Alabama State Dept. 
of Education, and were based on an 
average score of 50 in each category. 
To determine the success of Elba 
students on the test, one must 
cqmpare averages from the state 
chart and the local chart.

Siegelman pledges to protect rights of citizens 


Secretary of State Don Siegelman 
apparently has been elected 
Alabama’s next attorney general, 
leading the ticket for Democrats by 
getting a greater percentage of votes 
than any other Democratic 
contender for any major state office. 

Siegelman, in his first commu- 
nication to campaign workers, asked
